2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7)

Claims 1-5 disclose a method of silk printing, comprising the steps of coating a screen 
made of a 200-300 mesh fabric by a light sensitive emulsion, drying the coated screen, 
placing a film of 40-60 lines and 60-70 dots, exposing the screen upon ultraviolet 
light for 1-2 minutes, and washing out the unexposed area. 

D1-D3 are the general art in silk printing, and none of them disclose said process of 
this invention. 



Accordingly, it is not considered to be obvious to a person skilled in the art to apply 
the teachings of these documents, taken individually or in combination, to the present 
invention. 



Therefore, claims 1-5 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4). 
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
